Thecounty of Warwci being divided into four hun- 
Jreds, the Lord Licutcuant for the caſe thereof did 2 p- 
point for tach hundred, 2t feverall dayes, in convenient 
places of meeting for their view and T raining; The firſt 
was at Stratfordupon At9 the thirticth of June,where 
appered 400 Voluntiers well armed, and 2061inarm- 
ed; The ſecond and rhird es was at 1'Farwick the 
firlt and ſecond of Tulv, where 2ppeared 65 0 Volun- 
tiers well armed: The fourth meeting was at Colſhi Ithe 
fourth day of July, and there appeared about 800 Vo- 
luntiers,almoſt all ivell armed; The fifth meeting heing 
at Coventry for the city and county thereof, tlicre 2p- 

arcd necr 800 Voluntiers, moſt of them well armed: 
So a5 the totall number of the Volunt ters amounts un- 
to 2850. And whereas the Des Butids of che coun-

of Warwick, andcity and county of Covertry, are in 
rhe whole 600.there-appearcd of them at ſeverall times 
and places aforeſaid, 5 5o. And beſides the aforeſaid ap- 
pearances,the Earl of Northampton being in the county, 
upon a. report that he would oppoſe the ſaid ſervice, at 
Colſhill there was a ready and affetionate appearing of 
about 800 horſe that accompanied the Lord Lieute- 
nant thither, for the ſecuring of his perſon, and advan- 
cing of the cauſe. And in theſe meetings and concourſe 
ple, we found the moſt free and cleer expreſſion 
of their affe tion to the King and Parl1ament,and a ge- 
nerall approbation and conſent unrorhis incloſed Peti- 
tion. All which we humbly recommend to this ho- 
norable Houſe, and reſt your Lordſhips ſervants :
